However, 
the request strutk the undersigned as impossible of fulfillment, and showed what 
can only be assumed as such ignorance of the liaison situation in Stockholm as 
to warrant station coBnent. A corollary to the above is headquarters use Of 
"liaison services " Here again ve assume its use, rather than a apeclflo 
service, was intended to give the station greater freedom of action* and cover 
every eventuality. If headquwters means positive debriefing on the USSR, and 
ve assumed this to be tho case, thou only tho TI1BARS would hare suoh information. 
This is always the case because of the fundamental and complete difference in 
responsibility between the two services.
